Species 1 : Figure 3 drawn to a tube geometry motor structure. 
Species 2: Figure 4 drawn to a greatly elongated tube geometry motor structure. 
Species 3: Figure 5 drawn to a v-shaped tube geometry motor structure. 
Species 4: Figure 6 drawn to a cylindrical tube geometry motor structure. 
Species 5: Figure 7 drawn to a tube geometry motor structure with a magnetic air gap 
sleeve. 

Species 6: Figure 8 drawn to a tube geometry motor structure with an external second 
magnetic air gap. 

Species 7: Figure 9 drawn to a tube geometry motor structure with an internal second 
magnetic air gap. 

Species 8: Figure 10 drawn to a tube geometry motor structure with a channel component 

providing a second magnetic air gap. 
Species 9: Figure 1 1 drawn to a tube geometry motor structure including two tube 

members butted end to end and coupled together by mating components inside 

the tube. 

Species 10: Figure 12 drawn to a tube geometry motor structure in which mating channel 

components are external to the tube. 
Species 1 1 : Figure 13 drawn to a hybrid tube geometry motor structure. 
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Species 12: Figure 14 drawn to a push-pull tube geometry motor structure. 

Species 13: Figure 16 drawn to an external magnet geometry motor structure with a 
laminated pole and laminated top and bottom plates of uniform flat segments.

Species 16: Figures 19 and 20 drawn to a tube geometry motor structure with a partially 
laminated tube of multiple flat segments. 

Species 17: Figure 21 drawn to a v-shaped top plate segment for a laminated v-tube
